Mac.Millan's telegram reads In part:

There at Eskimo Point,"the walls 
of.three stone houses and remains of 
boat marked the site of first encamp-

of: Greely's starvation 
party. 


Open water at Cape Isabella nnd an 
Impassable Ice foot blocked me com- 
pletely.
